"Washington —(fl3)— State depart- 


ment officials said today that Ameri- 
can intervention in Panama as a. 
result of the revolt wzts unlikely. 


American intervention in cases of 


disturbance of public order is per- 
mitted under the Panama-American 
treaty of 1903. 


This treaty was made expressly 


to protect American interests in the 
Panama Canal Zone, controlled by 
the United States. 


The attitude at the state depart- 


ment was that in the event public 
order were not unduly disturbed, in- 
tervention would not be required- 


Minister AUaro of Panama, hur- 


ried to tlm state department early 
today seeking further 
information 


concerning the disorders in his coun- 
try- He was closeted with Francis 
White, assistant secretary of state 
in charero of Latin-American affairs., 
Cor more than an hour.

Ninch of North Carolina to the Fed- 
eral Power Commission. The reader 
is invited to come along -with your 
correspondent and get all tangled up 
in the intricate o.uestions raised by 
this case and others of the sort.

Hoovercrats. He was so far out of 
line with the Democratic party in 
that campaign that he led the fight 
in North Carolina against the elec-

Smith. He was a good political friend 
of Senator Furnifold McLendel Sim- 
mons, who -was retired to public life 
by the voters of this year because of 
his 1928 bolt.

enemy camp. But should anyone ob- 
ject if he picks out his best friends, 
who were even willing to desert their 
party and campaign for him? With 
such appointments, is a. commission 
still bi-partisan in character? Coo- 
lidge was accused of packing com- 
missions with Republicans and Dem- 
ocrat and the Democrats said b& 
economic point of view, but of course 
there were no Coolidgecrats to men- 
tion. 


Obviously, Hoover -would be wild if 


Democrats and progressives in the 
Senate combined and refused to con- 
firm any appointments except of 
insurgent 
Republicans. But that 


might-happen, even though It won't. 
There are good men who are po- 
litical mavericks. Senator Hawes of 
Missouri says that if Hoover can 
name "independent Democrats"-.as 
Democrats to the power commission 
he could also name three regular Re- 
publicans and two "independent Re- 
publicans" and still comply -with the 
law. 


In this case Mr. McNiuch. himself 


said he was a Democrat, although of 
the Independent type. But of course 
if a nominee-himsel£ is-permitted to 
decide whether he is a Democrat or 
Republican, he might insist that he 
wag one or the other and spend his 
life voting for the other party's can- 
didates. 


On the other hand, isn't is per- 


fectly human for a president to want 
to reward the more helpful bolters? 


All of which seems to present" 


some fine material for an argument 
during what might otherwise be a 
quiet evening at home.

THE THINGS HE MISSED 


There is something human and re- 


vealing in that story about the New 
York family that: gave an elaborate 
and expensive funeral to its. dead. son. 
even though it has been almost desti- 
tute for months. 


The family has been having hard 


luck for a long time. For months the 
father had been out of work. Then he 
got a part-time job that netted him 
$15 a week. There were eight children, 
and this didn't-go far; Indeed; the fam- 
ily would have been very badly 
ofE 


but for contributions from neighbors 
and charitable organizations. .,

Then this "little boy—his name was 


-Richard, and he was just four—was 
killed by an auto. And straightaway 
the family ordered a fine casket ,and a , 
good funeral for him—the whole to 
cost $168, which is a lot o£ money 
when you're supporting a large family 
on $15 a week. Little Richard even got 
a new suit for the funeral, although he 
had never in his/life had an all-new 
outfit o n . _ - " - - - * - - - - - 


Now that pathetic- little story is 


somehow veryi.appea^ing,- because it 
illustrates so well 'the_'bliiidness, the 
perversity and the futile^and' 'misdi- 
rected gestures of love that all of us, 
in one way or -another, are- heir to. To 
spend $168 on a funeral when one is 
suffering for want of -food and cloth- 
ing is folly, of course; "but one's indig- 
nation over it is tempered, by an ap- 
preciation of the sentiment that lay 
back of rt 
_ - 


And that sentiment, it seems to us, 


was not merely- -a vulgar desire to im-- 
press the neighbbfs. More -probably it 
was a vague and pitiful yearning to do 
something for the dead youngster; a ; 


desire to make up to him, in the mo-- 
ment of his-passing, for all the things 
that he had,,missed in his brief life. 
That new suit of clothes for instance, 
is a revealing touch. Richard, who 
never had a new suit in his life, goes 
to his grave in brave new finery-=- 
could that come from anything >but a 
wish to give the little lad a last tastfe 
of the brightness he had never had? 
And the nice, expensive casket, and 
-the elaborate funeral—don't they, too, 
trace back to the same motive? 


Of course, it was all very mistaken.; 


just the sort of thing that causes so- 
cial service workers to wring their 
hands and remark that some people 
hardly deserve help.- But it- is not such 
a hard thing to understand, after all. 
Human beings have -a way of acting ir- 
rationally m trying times, even if it 
does horrify the "social service work-" 
ers. No grief in, all the world is quite 
as terrible as the grief which comes 
when a small child dies. And when 
that child's life has been, not that-mix-, 
ture of sunshine and laughter, and 
brightness of which every child's life 
ought to' consist, but a long series of 
denials and deprivations—well, is it 
easy to condemn this family, for fail- 
ing to act/sensibly? 


THE .NEW SENATOR 


The rules and " precedents of the 


United States -senate" do not permit of • 
an ideal division "of latjor. Precedent is 
so firmly established that senators are 
selected for important coiaiaittees, not 
for their "ability or experience in their 
line of -ivork. bat .rather for their 
length of service in the senate, or par- 
ty loyalty. The old timers --with years 
of service receive the plums, and new 
members must "be content with tnetti- 
bersblps OHcommittees-of --smaor In- 
fluence, in national affairs. 


It Is interesting to note that Dwight 


Morrow, the new senator from New 
Jersey, who has attained marked suc- 
cess in three distinct fields—banking, 
diplomacy and naval aiJairs—Is not 
made a Hseaiber of any of the commit 
tees OH finance, foreign relations-•• or 
jiaval affairs. Instead his experience Is 
directed to education and labor, mili- 
tary affairs, post office and post roads, 
printing, and public buildings and 
grounds. 


Secretary of Labor, is' made ,a merti*;; 
ber of the committee on banking and 
currency, manufactures, civil service 
and inter-oceanic canals.. Thus his ex- 
perience o£ many years in specialized 
work on labor conditions is not avail- 
sable to the committee having: charge 
of that important subject.. Instead of 
taking the finished education1 of-these 
men in their particular lilies and put- 
ting it to good use, the government in- 
sists upon giving them a, new educa- 
tion in wholly different fields. As Her- 
bert Plummer'says' in his'Washington 
notes, "the lot of a new senator is sim-' 
ilar to that of the American soldier de- 
scribed in the words of the.famous old 
bugle call:

what mothers "who don't rub on the 
chest would do if they lived nine 
miles from the nearest doctor and had- 
no money for doctor bills and no 
car to. go to the doctor with, for 
every cold and fever. 


I have two children, 4 and 3 years 


old and thev have all kinds of spells 
that onions and 
camphorated oil 


doctored-.them over. 


We .country mothers must depend 


on our own doctoring, as we don't 
lave a doctor next door to call in on 
short notice. 


So *far as tha onions go—and boy, 


theyjgoKfar—there, is- no- objection 4o 
the"method,of this mother. But the 
camphorated oil is not entirely harm- 
less. It is a fine old reliable house- 
hold remedy, and I'd prefer to de- 
pend'~on it it my own child were ill, 
rather than" use any-of .the nostrums 
urged, upon the laity for such pur- 
pose. Still, _in the case of a young 
infant, where a 'too lavish use of 
camphorated, oil is made, there is a 
chance "of camphor poisoning.-For 
that reason, as well as the 'general 
comfort" of the' sick 'child and the, 
child's attendants,^ it is better when 
applying 
camphorated oil to the 


chest, throat .or over the bridge of 
the nose,- to wipe away the excess 
before.' dressing the child again or 
putting "'on the"1 nightdress. It" is un- 
necessary, and a. little dangerous, 
to leave ths young infant s clothing 
or bed covers saturated with cam- 
phorated- oil,- for -that means that 
the baby will inhale some camphor 
at every breath, and in the course o; 
a night or a day this may be suf- 
ficient to intoxicate the child, to 
cause ^camphor ^poisoning. That .is 
Hot-necessarily fatal," but "it does no 
good.

bronchitis/'coughs^and" other respira- 
tory troubles;-but I. doubt there is 
anything ,better' for this purpose 
ttian camphorated oil, nor for apply- 
ing to the neck for the relief of sore 
throat and hoarseness • or "laryngitis, 
nor for rubbing over the: bridge of 
tho .nose, for acute coryza.

Keep the bottle 
tightly.corked, as camphor evapor- 
ates"' if it stands unused for s, time. 
The proper name for this comphorat- 
•ed oil is camphor liniment, and it is 
in fact a very good liniment for ap- 
plication in- any case of soreness or 
lameness where a liniment ig desired, 
laaeed, 1 believe it Trffl accomplish 
all that any pretentious nostrum of 
that type can do for such soreness 
or lameness.

Calcium Lactafe for AsJIima. 


Some one mentioned in your col- 


umn the relief he had obtained from 
asthma by taking certain tablets 
you suggested.

Answer. — Perhaps calcium carbo- 


nate would be quite as effective, but 
I think Jt was calcium lactate. Many 
persons subject to spasmodic asth- 
ma, hives, giant hives, periodic sick 
headache (migraine), or hyperestli- 
:ic rhinitis, ha\e experienced much 
benefit or lasting relief 
from a 


ourse of calcium medication, es- 


pecially when this is coupled with 
suitable regulation of the thyroid 
gland function. A. dose of 10 grains 
-of_calciu.a lactate should be taken. 
after each of the three meals, daily, 
over a period of several months. You 
must have your physician's atten- 
tion for the regulation of the thyroid 
function, tho in not a few cases a 
hypothyroidisni or low thyroid func- 
tion may be corrected by means of. 
a suitable iodin ration, which anyone 
may take and most of us should 
take, every season.

He said he is of the opinion that

Dr. Bleyer held: 
"Unfortunately for too many of 


the students enrolled in our liberal 
arts colleges, lack of purpose and 
direction in then- work, results, un- 
der the elective system now general 
n vogue, in a more or less hap- 
hazard choice of studies, with little 
effort on their part to think senous- 
y about what they are studying in 
application to present day prob- 
lems." 


He then countered: 
"A well-organized four-year course 


of study in preparation for journal 
ism in which required and elective 
courses ii history, economics, gov 
ernment and politics, sociology, psy- 
chology, science, and literature are 
being pursued at the same time that 
students are taking courses in. jour 


lism, gives purpose and direction 


to the students' work and shows 
them what these other studies mean 
hi relation to the life and work of 
the world." 


Professor Bleyer dealt at length 


on the question 
of whether thb 


teaching of journalism is justified in 
a college course. 


He said that newspapers and 


periodicals are of sufficient impor- 
tance to the success of democratic

according to statistics gathered in the 
1930 Census of Manufactures, and 
made public "Wednesday by the Bu- 
reau of the Census. 


Although the 1929 •aU" 1927 figures 


are not strictly comparable,-since the 
1927 
canvass was made principa ^y 


by mail, while-in 1929, canvassers- 
visited a number of mills, they-are in- 
teresting and instructing. 


In 1929 the total value amounted 


to 51,275.612,000 compared with $1,- 
214,645,683 in 1927, t: 2 last preced- 
ing biennial census year. 


The total production of" lumber re- 


ported for 1929 amounted to 36,424,- 
834,000 feet (board 
measure) as 


against 34,142,123,000 feet in 1928 and 
34,532,420,000 feet in 1927. 


The number of' estabishments • in 


this industry, which- for the purpose 
of the census includes logging1 camps, 
sawmills, lath mills, shingle mills, < -- 
operage-stock mills, veneer mills, ancl 
planing and remanufacturing plants 
when operated in 'conjunction with 
sawmills, increased from, about 7,510 
in 1927 to, 12,483 in 1929.

STATE COMMITTEE 


TO SEEK CENTRAL 


EDUCATION BOARD 


Interim Group Anxious to 


See Entire Present System 
Junked in 1931 


Madison—(IP)—Junking of the en- 


tire present system of educational 
administration in "Wisconsin in fa- 
vor of a central "board, of education 
•will be requested of the 1931 leg- 
islature by the interim committee 
on education, Sen. E. J. Roethe, 
chairman, announced here today. 


The proposal involves a change in 


administration that rivals in mag- 
,nitude any hitherto proposed in the 
annals of'education, in the opinion 
of the committee. A score of educa- 
tional agencies now operating inde- 
pendently on the various' phases of 
education •will be wiped out if the 
proposal is accepted. 


In one sentence the committee 


summed up the necessity for a 
drastic change in the .state's edu- 
cational system: 


"Whether we like it or not, we 


are,in a machine age, and we must 
remould our educational system to 
meet the demands of, modern condi- 
tions." 
_In the tentative report 
on the 


proposal, the committee waged bit- 
-ter'-tariticism against The 
present 


decentralized system of education- 
al administration. Probably no other 


v state in the" country has as decen- 


tralized a system of education as 
"Wisconsin, in the 
opinion of ther 


committee. 


"Every major and most of the 


minor educational activities 
have 


been honored either with an inde- 
pendent board or an 
independent 


commission," "the committee's report 
said. There are eight major and 
over 20 minor boards and commis- 
sions. Each, one goes its merry way 
with little thought or consideration 
of -the other. In a sense they are all 
educational prrma donas, fighting 
for their 
own _ departments 
irre- 


spective of any general program. 


"The group" with greatest' political 


influence" and able to make 
the 


most noise will naturally obtain the 
largest share of the budget pie fe- 
gardless of their actual needs. 
Is 


there any wonder that legislators 
are perplexed and citizens bewil- 


dered every two years when these 
groups present 
their varied 
pro- 


grams and requests for additional 
appropriations. Under such a sys- 
tem, Wisconsin can never obtain a 
co-ordinated 
all 
inclusive educa- 


tional program." 
Includes 15 Regents 


Under the committee's plans, the 


state board of education would be 
composed of 15 regents,- appointee 
at large lor six-year terms, subject 
to confirmation of the senate. Two 
members would be 
farmers, two 


would represent 
labor 
and 
two 


would represent manufacturers. The 
governor would not be restricted in 
other appointments. 


"The board is to appoint a com 


missioner of education, fix his sal- 
ary and tenure of office," the com- 
mittee's report said. 
"The board 


will determine all educational poll 
cies and the commissioner and his 
staff aYe to be given full responst 
bility for administration. All exist- 
ing boards, departments and com' 
missions having to do with the uni 
versity, teacher colleges, Stout in 
stitute, school of mines (Platteville: 
vocational education, historical li- 
brary, free libraries and public m 
struction are to be abolished. The 
board of control is to relinquish al 
authority'over the school for deaf 
and the school for blind as these 
_two Institutions are to be placed 
under the proposed state board." 


The committee listed 10 points 


which make the creation of a state 
board of education desirable as wel" 
as feasible. They are: 


1. Places full responsibility 
for 


all educational work in a single 
board. 
2. Centralizes and unifies control 


of matter common to all education- 
al activities, thus replacing a thir- 
ty-ring educational circus with one 


3. Provides a method for obtain 


ing a complete unified coordinated 
educational program for the entire 
state. 


4. Furnishes in the office of com 


missioner of education the talent, 
vision, power and leadership that 
will bring about concerted action 
and supervision throughout the en 
tire educational field. 


5. Duplications, waste and 
lost 


motion can be eliminated, thus mak- 
ing Ihe educational tax dollar go 
further, resulting in greater confi 
denee on the part of citizens in the 
educational system. 


6. Puts an end to the log-rolling 


-and lobbying with the legislature in 
the interest of one or the other ed 
ucational institutions. Will prevent 
one institution from obtaining too 
large a share of the funds available

9. Makes the need of common 


schools the starting point for con- 
sidering state support for all edu- 
cational activities. 


10. Minimizes the evils of rivalry 


among the various educational in- 
stitutions. 


The committee said it would ask 


the legislature to take immediate 
steps toward eliminating from the 
state constitution the provision that 
the superintendent of public in- 
struction musf be elected by the 
people. During the six years neces- 
sary for such 
a constitutional 


change, the superintendent would 
serve as a member of the state 
boat d. 


The election of a superintendent 


"violates the cardinal principles of 
good government and good man- 
agement," the committee said. The 
election 
method "rarely 
obtains 


skilled 
men 
for 
administrative 


work," the committee added. 


"Americans have developed a pe- 


culiar complex ahout electing ad- 
ministrative officials," the report 


said. ""While, many believe that de- 
mocracy requires tho election of a 
host of officials yet experience has 
convinced them that competent ex- 
ecutives are rarely produced by this 
method. As a result they may con- 
tinue to 
elect the*e officials 
but 


they have definitely set out to curb 
their poivers." 


The appointment of a commission- 


er of • education, in the opinion of 
the committee, would take the posi- 
tion from the sphere of "politics and 
would permit the state to secure the 
services of nationally famed, non- 
resident, educators. It would also 
insure the appointment of technical 
and 
professional assistants 
and 


would guarantee longer tenure of 
office to all administrative officials. 
Appointment, rather than election, 
would "also give continuity to 
an 


educational program and 
encour- 


age the payment of salaries 
that 


will attract outstanding men, the 
report said. 


"A single board with full author- 


ity, competent staff and sufficient 
time can bring Wisconsin to 
the 


forefront in the educational world," 
the report concluded. 
"Otherwise 


we will continue our aimless, drift- 
ing, inefficient" and wasteful course."

'enerally acknowledged to be the 
greatest collection of astronomical 
nstruments in the world, when he 
arrives here to continue his re- 
searches into the mysteries of "the 
universe. 


Stc telescopes, 
ranging in size 


'rom a six-inch refracting type to 
the 60 and 100-inch reflecting tele- 
scopes, are operated daily and night- 
y by the double shift of astonomera 
at the famous observatory of the 


larnegie Institution. They peer into 
;he heavens to learn the mysteries 
of the sun. the moon, the planets 
and stars.

The marvel of the collection is the 


great 100-inch reflector, a type of 
telescope with a huge concave mir- 
ror at the bottom, measuring J.OO- 
Inches in diameter. 
This mirror 


collects the light of distant stars 
and brings them to a sharp focus; It 
.s so powerful that astronomers 
have been able to detect stars 840 
million million million miles away. 
There is nothing within average 
earthly measurements to give 
one 


any idea of what this great distance

that the light from a star so far 
away would take 140 million years 
to get to the earth.

Can See Half Billion Stars 


This huge telescope is so power- 


ful that it gathers in 250,000 times 
as much light as can the human 
eye. 
Through, it astronomers hers 


have been able to bring half a btllio: 
stars within visual range, 
about 100,000 times as many as one 
can see with, the unaided eye on a 
bright night. 


At the focal point of this hugs 


telescope, near the top, there is -a 
highly sensitive heat-measuring .in- 
strument called a thermocouple. This 
electric thermometer will measure, 
the heat of a candle flame 100 miles 
away. 


A star of what astronomers term, 


the 13th magnitude is 631 times 
fainter than the faintest star .that 
can be seen with the unaided eye. 
Tet this delicate instrument has, 
measured such, a star's heat -and 
placed its heat on. earth. ai^onethall 
of one-millionth of a degree, Fahren- 
heit. Check Einstein's Theories-. 


It-has been" through _ the use^ of 


these instruments, although large- 
ly through the 100-inch, telescope, 
that such men as Dr. "Walter. S. 
Adams, director of the Mount -JWil- 
son observatory, Dr. Edwin P. Hub- 
ble and Dr. F. G. Pease have been 
able to peer -into distances far be- 
yond those of any other, astronomers 
have attained, in their efforts to de- 
termine the limits of-the universe 
outlined by Einstein. 


Dr. Einstein will be able tOf st 


the thousands of stellar photosraphf| 
in the observatory library, besid| 
taking a squint through, the 
pieces of the various telescopes, 
will also have the opportunity, of 
working with. Professor Albert A. 
ZSIichelson, one 'of the world's great- 
est phvsicists, who is trying to de- 
termine to a finer degree the speed 
of light. 
Dr. Michelson has had built a mile- 


long pipe line from which the- air 
is almost entirely drawn to create a- 
partial vacuum, and through which 
he is sending thin shafts o£ light to 
a revolving- drum with eight mirror 
surfaces. By noting the time , it 
takerf for a beam of this hght .to 
speed a mile, be reflected and thrown 
back to the nest mirror surface, and. 
noting the speed of jthe revolving 
drum, he can calculate the speed of 
light.

Grain Will Be Purchased by 


Sportsmen and Fed 


to Birds 


Kaukauna—Plans are being mad. 


by the Isaac "Walton league to es- 
tablish six or seven feeding stations 
for pheasants in the game preserve 
northwest of the city. Up to the 
present tune it has not been neces- 
sary to feed the birds because there 
has been little snow. 


Grain and feed will be purchased 


by the league. Officers are request- 
ing sportsmen to give a small sum 
of money to help pay for the feed. 
Donations of 50 and 75 cents from a 
number of sportsmen would easily 
purchase enough feed for the pheas- 
ants for the rest of the winter. 


There are hundreds of pheasants 


on the preserve and they can be 
seen in large flocks at any time. The 
preserve was created through 
the 


efforts of the local Isaac Walton 
league several years ago and ship- 
ments of pheasants haye been plant- 
ed there from time to time. 


The birds feed on seeds and weeds 


during * the summer and fall, but 
sometimes find difficulty in finding 
food where there is much snow.
